fact that the convention of the National 
Liberal Party which finished its delibera- 
tions last Saturday lived up to the best 
democratic tradition. Naturally the Liberal | 
Press has described the meeting as a new 
demonstration of “democracy at work.” And | 
why not? In these days, when the liberty of | 
the subject is being challenged by various | 
forms of totalitarianism, surely none will | 
find much about which to complain when | 
the people of any nation agree to get together 
to analyze their own domestic problems, 
regardless of the particular political label 
they choose to wear. | 

After all, it is good to reflect that Cana- 
dians still refuse to be weaned away from | 
the basic concept of democratic procedure, 
and so long as this state of mind shall be 
allowed to persist, so long will freedom of 
thought and action in this Dominion prevail. 
Nor would it seem to be too much to say 
that the organizers of the Ottawa gathering 
have every reazon to, be satisfied with the 
product of their labors. It was no small job 
to prepare the “stage” for a meeting destined 
to witness the end of a vital epoch in Cana- 
dian political progress. None will seriously 
argue, of course, that because Rt. Hon. W. L. 
Mackenzie King, O.M., has chosen to trans- 
late himself from the ministerial limelight to 
that realm of comparative leisure to which 
he is entitled, that the future direction of 
Canadian national affairs from Ottawa is in 
any danger. Our-reference to Mr. St. 
Laurent the other day was intended to,) 
reflect this newspaper's views in this respect. 
But it should be set down again that the 
administration over which the Prime Mini 
ster has presided for so long has, to all 
intents and purposes, given this senior 
Dominion of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations excellent service. 

In retrospect, however, last week's huge 
conclave of the adherents to Liberal prin- 
ciples will have impressed most Canadians 
with the fact that every delegate in attend- 
ance enjoyed the full right to express his or | 
her views on the numerous matters pre- 
sented for consideration. And the fact that 
certain of these elements present married a 
good deal of logic to not a little noise on the 
floor will have demonstrated to the outside | 
world that this highly-favored land does not | 
intend to surrender any of its fundamental 
privileges for which men and women in 
British countries have suffered and died. 

It should, nevertheless, understood 
that while a modernized platform of the 
National Liberal Party sounds well and 
reads well, neither its tone nor content will 
be worth more than the paper upon which 
it is set forth unless it shall be promptly 
translated into practice. We are not particu- 
larly impressed by the fact that at one time | 
nearly 3,000 resolutions were the subject of 
either intelligent or perfunctory considera- 
tion by the special convention agency con- 
fronted with the difficult job of analysis. 
But it is well to record that some of this col- 
lection of ideas enjoyed the meticulous 
attention of a committee of more than 100 
members. Doubtless many will argue that 
no committee of such a cumbersome size 
could do justice to its task; yet it will go 
down on the record of the National Liberal 
Party’s achievements that the men and 
women who journeyed to Ottawa and served 
on this branch of the convention's machinery 
worked diligently into the small hours of 
several mornings. 

This recital of some of the details of the 
convention which ended last Saturday may 
be considered as part of the dust swept from | 
the floors of an historic gathering. At the 
same time, it should be noted by the Cana- 
dian people that in this free land of the

HOSPITAL INSURANCE 


With reference to Mr. Barra- 
clough’s strictures on the provin

THE FATE of Italy's north 
| African colonial empire — 
Libya, Eritrea and Italian So- 
maliland—again is being debated 
by the big-four deputy foreign 
ministers in London, with the 
limelight still centred on Libya, 

Libya was the pride of Mussoa- 
|lini. Il Duce laid out a great 
agricultural development in the 
province of Cirenaica and settled 
upon it thousands of Italian col- 
onists. 

However, Libya's chief import- 
ance doesn’t hie in her rich acres. 
}It has great military value as a 
| Mediterranean base. 

The country holding Libya 
would be in a powerful position, 
If it also controlled the big island 
of Crete to the north, it could 
dominate the lifeline through the 
Mediterranean to the Suez Canal, - 
for the Libyan port of Tobruk 
and Crete form a saddle over the 
ship route. 


HOT CONTENTION 

Small wonder that the dispost- 
|tion of Libya is a bone of hot 
|contention between Russia and 
the Western Powers. 

Not so long ago Russia was 
| asking for a Mediterranean base, 
| Now, however, she has pro 
|claimed herself in favor of re 
|turning all the colonies to Italy 
|for rule under United Nations’ 
| trusteeship, pending a granting 
|of independence, 

Most of the western allies, 
| however, want to see Libya split 
|up into its component provinces 
{of Cirenaica, Tripolitania and the 
|Fezzan. Cirenaica, and perhaps 
| Tripolitania, would come under 
| British protection, either as a 
| U.N. trusteeship or as independ 
ent states bound to Britain by 
| military treaty. Fezzan would 
}go to France, who has been ad- 
ministering it since the war. 

Russia’s idea of turning the 
colonies over to Italy is a shrewd 
one from two important view- 
points: 


STILL HOPES 

(1) Moscow still hopes to gain 
control of Italy through the 
latter’s big and militant Com- 
munist party, and such an event- 
uality would bring Libya into the 
Red fold; (2) the very fact that 
the Soviet Union advocates re 
turning the colonies to Italy is 
calculated to strengthen the 
hand of the Italian Communists 
in their fight for power, 

The question of independence 
looms large with the native 
Libyans, Their paramount 
jleader is the Grand Senussi. [ 
| interviewed him in Cairo in 1943, 
jand found him to be a striking 
personality of much culture. I 
could see that after the war some 
sort of protectorate likely would 
be proposed for Libya, and [ 
asked him if he.expected this. 

“We feel that we should have 
our freedom first,” he replied, 
“The rest easily can be arranged, 
We certainly shall need guidance 
in our new state, and we shall 
need help in developing it.”

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Education Changes Mayors Of Capitals 


Lecture Subject Of 
Guidance Director 


Three important changes in 
education today as compared to 
25 years ago were cited by 
Harold Johns, director of Educa- 
tional and Vocational Guidance 
for B.C., in an address to the 
Rotary Club Thursday. 

Speaking on “Investment in 
Youth,” Mr. Johns, who is also 
a director of the provincial Sum- 
mer School of Education, stated 
that foremost In the changes was 
a recegnition of individual dif- 
ferences and needs of children. 

“This has come about in spite 
of the increased size and com- 
plexity of modern schools,” he 
said. 

RIGHT OF ALL 

“Education has become the 
right of all — and therefore 
schools must offer a variety of 
training courses, both academic 
and technical, in order to meet 
the aspirations of all,” he re- 
marked in bringing out the sec- 


| ond improvement. 


The third major change in 
teaching today, according to the 


| Speaker, is that schools now pre- 


pare children for effective living 
rather than merely giving them 
knowledge which they may or 
not use. 
“Attitudes are now considered 
important knowledge,” 
said Mr. Johns in his pleasing 
Style of presentation, “students 
must be observed in class and in 
interviews by counsellors in 
order that the career for which 
they training fits in with 
their attitudes as well as ability.” 

Rotarians heard how methods 
similar to those of screening, se- 
lection and placement used by 
personnel men in industry are 
used in schools.

All vendors who have not already made application for 
registration under the Act are asked to co-operate with 
the Government and register immediately in order to be 
sure that their applications for registration be 
processed and their registration certificates issued before 
September Ist.

This call for co-operation is made because after that 
date the Commissioner, under the provisions of the Act, 
has no alternative but to enforce these provisions which 
make it an offence against the Act to make any retail 
sales unless the vendor making such sales is in possession 
of a registration certificate. 


Over 35,000 applications for registration have been sent 
eut, but returns to the Government are by no means 
complete. To those who have applied, registration certi- 
ficates have been sent. All those vendors who have not 
completed and filed their applications for registration 
under the Act with THE COMMISSIONER, SOCIAL 
SECURITY AND MUNICIPAL AID TAX, VICTORTA, 
B.C., are requested to do so immediately to ensure 
that they will receive their registration certificate and 
the tax return forms necessary for the remittance of 
the tax collected before Ist September, 1948. 


To clarify certain misunderstandings, the Govern. 
ment wishes to point out: 


Whenever medicaments are sold on a repeat basis 
on the authority of an original prescription, they 
also are exempt from tax. 


Coal, wood and fuel oil are exempt as they are 
already subject to taxation under other Statutes. 
Electricity and manufactured gas, however, not 
being taxed under any other Statute, are subject 
to tax under this Act. 


All purchases made by the Province of British 
Columbia are subject to tax, including those 
purchases which are exempt from the Dominion 
Sales Tax.

July 2.

Frustrated Teacher Blamed 


For Frustrated 


LONDON, Ont. (AP) — What 
|'makes a frustrated school Child 
frustrated? Psychiatrists think 
it’s a frustrated teacher.

Such teachers, the paper de-

The great concern of 
psychiatrists today was the 
teacher who thwarts her pupils, 
their initiative and other evi- 
dences of growth “to the extent 
that pathological submission is 
the only acceptable behavior re- 
action.”

EXALTED PLANE 


One big trouble was that the 
teaching profession is placed on
